At its regular monthly meeting 
held on March 3, 1982, the Gallatin 
Airport Authority Board voted to 
prohibit the operation of ultralight 
type aircraft from Gallatin Field. 

“These aircraft and their pilots 
require no licensing or certification 
and are not required to comply with 
federal air regulations. For these 
reasons and others, the Board 
considers their operation at Gallatin 
Field to be a potential safety hazard.” 


Administrator’s Column

I attended the Montana Antique Aircraft Association meeting in 
Billings on February 27th. Of particular interest was a talk given by 
George Hatch of Billings. Hatch, who is 86 years old, served as a 
combat pilot in France and Germany during the first World War. 

Perry Mohler showed a movie he filmed at Oshkosh, which was 
very interesting. 

During the business meeting, chaired by President Frank Bass, 
the dates of July 16, 17 and 18 were set for the Fifth Annual Montana 
Antique Aircraft Association Fly-In and Air Show, to be held at the 
Beacon Star Antique Airfield near Moore, Montana. 
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We held our annual Flight Instructor Refresher Clinic in Billings 
on March 13-15. We contracted with the Aircraft Owners and Pilots 
Association (AOPA) to conduct the ground school and Jack Van De 
Riet and Fritz Lueneburg to give the flight check rides. 

For the first time, we offered a Pinch Hitter Course, also conducted 
by AOPA. According to the critiques, everyone felt that these 
courses were excellent. 

Although a final decision has not been reached, we are strongly 
considering holding next year’s FIRC in Billings and again 
contracting with AOPA. 
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On March 18th the Coal Board gave final approval for a grant of 
$15, 095 to embark on the first phase of an airport feasibility study at 
Colstrip. Christian, Spring, Sielbach & Associates of Billings have 
been chosen to do the study, and they in turn have subcontracted 
with TAP, Inc. of Bozeman to do the consulting portion of the study.

Five new runway light radio con- 
trollers were installed during March 
at Geraldine, Fort Benton, Big 
Sandy, Wolf Point, and Gardiner. 

The airport rotating beacon will be 
on dusk to dawn in each of these 
locations, except Gardiner, but the 
cunway lights will remain off unless 
the pilot keys his microphone five 
times within five seconds on 122.8. 
The runway lights will remain on for 
fifteen minutes and can be re 
activated for a full fifteen minutes 
at any time. 

Special bypass switches have been 
installed in each location, allowing 
a non-radio aircraft pilot to make 
arrangements with the airport 
manager to have the lights left on 
any particular night. 

A total of ten runway light radio 
controllers were obtained on a bid 
basis under our Airport Services 
Program. This program allows the 
community to purchase and install 
the equipment at one-half the actual 
cost. The equipment remains theirs 
as long as it is used for its intended 
purpose. We would welcome inquiries 
into this program for your airport. 

Under the same program, ten new 
solid-state unicom transceivers were 
obtained. A complete new install- 
ation was made at the Jackson Hot 
Springs Lodge to serve that area. 

Older tube type equipment has been 


replaced with the new unicoms at 
Havre, Chinook, Wolf Point, Sidney, 
and tentatively at Columbus. 

A new solid-state unicom has 
recently been installed at Baker. A 
new one is scheduled for Shelby and 
possibly Glendive. 

We also now have tentatively 
scheduled surveying an airport and 
providing runway lighting equip- 
ment to be installed by the com- 
munity at one airport and have 
supplies available to handle more 
requests under our Airport Services 
Program. Rotating beacons are 
another item which we will have in 
stock again in the near future. 

Please contact us if you are inter- 
ested in any of these programs or 
need to obtain any of our resale items 
such as windsock standards, light 
bulbs, and miscellaneous replace- 
ment runway lighting equipment.
